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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Belper  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
ended  the  31st  December,  1971. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  stands  at 
16,500  an  increase  of  170  over  that  for  the  year  1970. 

Live  births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  260  an  increase 
of  1 on  the  1970  registrations.  Still  Births  recorded  during  the  year 
numbered  3 an  increase  of  1 on  last  year's  figures.  Deaths  during  the 
year  numbered  263  (128  Males  and  135  Females). 

Deaths  from  heart  diseases  and  disease  associated  with  the 
heart,  73  vascular  lesions  caused  52  deaths,  and  cancer  of  all  sites 
caused  42  deaths.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus 
numbered  11,  10  Males  and  1 Female,  a decrease  of  4 on  last  year's 
figures . 


A total  of  11  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were 
recorded  (as  against  102  notifications  recorded  in  1970)  made  up  as 
follows:  Measles  1,  Whooping  Cough  4,  T.B.  Respiratory  3 and  T.B.

The  infant  Mortality  Rale  of  18  per  thousand  live  births  for 
the  country  was  the  same  as  in  1970.  This  trend  was  reflected  in  this 
area  with  a rate  of  12  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  have  decided  to 
eradicate  Brucellosis  from  cattle  as  it  is  a menace  to  both  animal  and 
human  health. 

This  is  being  dealt  with  by  two  methods,  the  Brucellosis 
Incentive  Scheme  and  Compulsory  Eradication  Scheme.  Basically  these 
two  schemes  are: 

Brucellosis  Incentive • Scheme 

The  voluntary  creation  of  brucella  free  herds  by  the  farmer 
undergoing  certain  milk  and  blood  testing  and  then  when  entered  on  the 
accredited  herd  list  the  payment  of  an  incentive  premium  of  0.8p>  per 
gallon  lor  a guaranteed  period  of  5 years.  There  are  payments  for 
beef  herds,  but.  this  is  connected  with  beef  subsidies. 

Compulsory  Eradication  Scheme 

Areas  of  the  country  will  be  on  a progressive  basis  set  up  and 
compulsory  eradication  commenced  (similar  to  that  conducted  for 
Tuberculosis  eradication).  Reactors  to  the  tests  will  be  slaughtered 
and  payments  made  at  market  value. 

Derbyshire  is  likely  to  be  one  of  the  last  areas  along  with 
Cheshire  to  come  under  compulsory  eradication  and  is  approximately 


4 - 6 years  away.  It  is  therel'ore  very  advisable  for  all  farmers  to 
consider  joining  the  Voluntary  Incentive  Scheme  and  in  particular 
those  farmers  who  hold  Producer/Re  tax ler  licences  to  bottle  raw  farm 
milk  where  the  risk  to  human  health  is  greatest. 

1 have  once  again  Gentlemen,  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Snaith, 
t he  County  Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practitioners,  Health 
Visitors,  (he  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  support  and  assistance, 
and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts  during 
the  year.

TUBERCULOSIS 


During  1971  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  (Respiratory)  was  notified. 
TYPHOID  FEVER 


During  1971  one  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  vas  notified.  This  vas 
in  a girl  of  19  years  who  had  contracted  this  disease  whilst  working 
for  a Ballet  Company  touring  Italy.  On  her  return  home  in  May,  she  was 
taken  ill  and  later  admitted  to  hospital  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever. 
After  treatment,  she  was  discharged  home  quite  well  and  the  tests 
proved  that  she  had  not  become  a chronic  carrier.  All  her  close 
contacts  were  investigated,  and  samples  taken.  There  were  no  secondary 
cases  and  no  other  cases  occurred  in  the  Touring  Company  who  returned 
home  at  the  same  time . 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 


The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physician  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  County  Council  Scheme 
on  the  other  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme 
administered  by  the  Chest  Physician  is  limited  to  children  who  have 
been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  the  County 
Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  up- 
wards. Visits  were  made  to  a Grammar  School  and  a Secondary  Modern 
School  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year,  and  children  receiving 
the  skin  tests  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  if  this  was  found  necessary 
on  subsequent  inspection. 

RUBELLA  VACCINATION 


Vaccination  against  Rubella  is  still  being  offered  to  girls 
between  their  11th  and  14th  birthdays,  but  priority  should  be  given 
to  older  children  in  their  14th  year. 


MEASLES  VACCINATION 


Public  reaction  to  primary  vaccination  against  Measles  in  this 
area  appears  to  have  been  satisfactory.  If  all  parents  were  aware  of 
the  serious  complications  which  may  follow  measles  I am  sure  an  even 
better  response  to  the  appeals  to  have  their  children  vaccinated  would 
he  made. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  since 
1946  and  no  case  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Snaith,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who 
has  kindly  suppilied  the  following  details  regarding  Diphtheria 
Immunisations  carried  out  during  the  year  in  this  district.

This  reduction  in  immunisation  is  to  be  regretted  as  it  is 
only  by  the  regular  immunisation  of  our  children  that  the  disease  can 
be  kept  at  the  present  level  of  NIL. 

POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no 
confirmed  cases  of*  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the 
year,  but  freedom  from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents 
continue  to  bring  their  children  for  vaccination. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints 
are  available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same 
arrangements  remained  in  force  through  the  year.  Injections  are  given 
at  the  County  Council  Clinic  or  by  the  General  Practitioners  and 
booster  doses  are  given  after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed.

Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative  cytol- 
ogy in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus,  and 
since  the  29th  .June,  1964,  the  County  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to 
some  of  their  medical  staff  collecting  smears  for  cytological  examination

CANCER 


The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  during  the  year 
was  43,  1 more  than  last  year,  making  up  16-3%  of  all  deaths.  Deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  numbered  11  a decrease  of  4 
compared  with  1970.

Belper  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  work  carried 
out  by  my  Department  during  1971.. 

In  last  year's  Annual  Report  I set  out  my  views  on  some  of  the 
problems  which  would  fall  to  the  new  Authorities  after  re-organisation 
and  suggested  that  this  report  should  contain  a stock-taking  of  all 
matters  appertaining  to  Health  and  Housing.  To  this  end  a Joint 
Committee  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  has  been  formed  in  the 
proposed  No.  6 District,  The  initial  meeting  to  discuss  this  took 
place  on  the  24th  August,  1972  and  since  that  time  we  have  met  on  a 
number  of  occasions,  Questionaires  were  drawn  up  and  it  was  agreed 
that  each  Chief  Inspector,  would  on  receipt  of  these,  collate  and 
submit  a comprehensive  report  on  various  aspects  of  our  work.  The 
present  position  is  that  each  Officer  has  just  received  the  completed 
information  and  we  are  now  carrying  out  the  difficult  task  of 
preparing  reports  for  submission  at  the  appropriate  time  to  the 
Steering  Committees.  The  subjects  deal  exclusively  with  Environmental 
Health  and  from  my  point  of  view  the  other  service  covered  by  your 
Health  Department  is  the  question  of  Council  House  Management.  As  far 
as  I know  the  only  other  Authority  with  a similar  organised  set-up  is 
Heanor  Urban  District,  who  have  a designated  Housing  Manager  and 
Deputy  Housing  Manager,  At  the  present  time  there  has  not  been  any 
move  to  set  up  a study  of  this  important  service.  The  table  shows 
the  subjects  we  are  dealing  with  and  it  is  hoped  the  reports  will  be 
available  early  in  the  New  Tear  of  1973,
